History Repeats 


EVOLT IN THE CONSERVATIVE 
Party of British Columbia flared up 
again in Vancouver on Monday night when 
Mr. W. C. Thompson, president of the 
Vancouver-Centre Conservative Association, 
refused to allow his name to go before the 
nominating convention as a candidate for 
that riding in the forthcoming election be- 
cause he did not wish to be “repudiated.” 
He had in mind, of course, oppositionist 
leader R, L. Maitland’s refusal to accept 
Canon Joshua Hinchliffe as the Conservative 
standard bearer in North Vancouver, despite 
the fact that the Minister of Education in 
the Tolmie government of 1928-33 had been 
chosen by a regular convention, 

The former cabinet member's party error, 
and consequent fall from grace, was his 
statement to the delegates from the con- 
stituency across the inlet that while he 
agreed with the policy laid down by Mr. 
Maitland “for the most part” he could not 
blindly support it in its entirety—a cardinal 
departure from the best traditions of well- 
groomed and orthodox Conservatism. On 
this point Mr, Thompson advised Monday 
night's convention: 

“T have found that the Conservative Party 
is in control of a small number of men. 
Possibly I don’t talk their language. They 
didn't see fit to approve of me as a candi- 
date,”

British Columbia and has fallen im love, as 
is customary, with Victoria because it is so 
quaint, old-fashioned and romantic. (Even 
the facilities behind the City Hall bear the 
splendid name of Fiddler’s Green and ro- 
mance can go no further.) But this acute 
observer from the United States doesn’t like- 
Vancouver. She doesn’t like Vancouver be- 
cause, even in the great Vancouver Hotel, 
they brew thir tea with tea bags. 

Now this is sound observation indeed. I 
wish it could be applied only to the Van- 
couver Hotel. Alas, the criticism is universa). 
Everywhere they brew their tea with tea 
bags. ‘You cannot escape the tea bag no 
matter where you go. And the tea bag is 
not only the assurance that you will get 
bad tea; it is a symbol of our civilization’s 
decline, People can’t be bothered to make 
tea properly. They throw a bag of tea into 
a pot and empty some hot water on it and | 
charge you 10 cents. It is typical of an age 
which has lost its bearings and is too busy 
to do anything properly. 

I have always held, of course, that no- 
body knows how to make tea in any city. 
Occasionally you will find a household where 
a very old lady may retain the lost art of 
her grandmother. She will heat the pot first 
and she will make the tea with boiling water, 
a teaspoonful for each person and one over 
for the pot. (This last is the vital teaspoon- 
ful, of course.) And she will surround the 
pot with a tea cosey that looks like an ad- 
miral’s hat. No tea is any good without a 
cosey. It adds the final touch of flavor.

For a year now this department has been 
saying that Canada is heading into trouble, 
into shortages, into inflation and into ra- 
tioning. These warnings have been uttered 
so often that no one has paid the least at- 
tention. I never thought they would. But 
the time is coming now. Before spring, 
probably before midwinter, you will begin 
to know that we are at war. You will begin 
to know also that, up to now, we have not 
begun to pay the cost of the war. We never 
will pay it, we never can pay it unless the 
government gets much tougher. 

Gasoline is only one small part of it. 
What we need in Canada is a complete war 
plan, which we now lack. We should decide 
on just how much of the national income 
we can live. Then we should cut down our 
demands to that, freeing everything else for 
the war. We have never thought of it that 
way. We have preferred to go along slowly, 
stage by stage. We shall get down to hard 
times within a year at most, but so far we 
have made no arrangements for distributing 
the hardship fairly.

And the 
method of obtaining that result 
is through a self-critical, inten- 
Sive program of treatment and 
prevention through the forces of 
thé public health nurse. 

“The place to start a program 
of preventive medicine,” said Dr.

NEW SMYRNA BEACH, Fila. 
(AP)—Fourteen survivors of the 
burned British freighter Arawak, 
including a_ plucky 11-year-old 
girl who finished reading a book 
in the lifeboat, were . brought 
safely ashore here by coast- 
guardsmen early today.

Cinque Lord Warden 


LONDON (CP)—The King has 


appointed Prime Minister Church: | 
|} ill to the ancient office of Lord 


Warden of the Cinque Ports, once 
held by William Pitt and 
Duke of Wellington, Buckingham 
Palace announced today. 

Mr. Churchill succeeds the late 
Marquess of Willingdon, former 


Governor-General of Canada, as 


holder of the title. 

The appointment gives him ex- 
clusive rights to “the flotsam, 
jetsam and lagan” within the area 
of the Cinque ports—Hythe, Hast- 
ings, Romney, Sandwich, Dover— 
and also Winchel-Sea and Rye. 

But he will have to pay taxes 
on the Lord Warden’s residence, 
Walmer Castle, 
which he probably will not live. 
His only official duty will be 
the chairmanship of the Dover 
Harbor Board, 

Mr. Churchill also will be en- 
titled to fly his own standard— 
blue and yellow quartered with 
arms of the Cinque ports—from 
Walmer Castle. 

The office, held heretofore by 
157 British princes, dukes, ad- 
mirals and prime ministers since 
the 11th century, is rated a high 
honor but is no longer a paying 
post. In the 18th century, how- 
ever, it was worth about $12,000 
a year. 

Barons of the Cinque ports in 
the middle ages were charged 
with the maintenance of a fleet 
to keep the narrow seas free 
from enemy ships.

To call ‘‘Beacon’’ numbers dial the letter ‘‘B’’ and then the 
four figures of the number.
